AMERICANS OBTAIN 
RIGHTS OF BRITONS 


STOCKHOLM, July 2.— American 
Olympic athletes 
are In a turmoil 
over the discovery made by Chair­ 
man Sullivan that the Britons have 
been training secretly in the stadium. 
The Americans and others have been 
forced to train in haphazard fash­ 
ion at out of the way places, and it 
was supposed that no one could use 
the stadium until the games open. 
Sullivan, looking

early today, was astonished to find 
members of the British team at work. 
He at once hunted up th© Swedish 
authorities 
and 
demand that his 
athletes be allowed the same privi­ 
lege. 
The Swedes apologized and 
complied. Today the Americans aban­ 
doned their dilapidated track in the 
suburbs and worked out handily rn 
the stadium. The Britons were ab­ 
sent, however. 
It is feared the inci­ 
dent will cause a ruption similar to 
that which made the Americans and 
Britons bitter rivals in 1908 at Lon­ 
don.

now finished their first year of work 
and a report upon them is due. The 
total number of pupil* enrolled In 
them during the year was 106; the 
average attendance in each room was 
between 16 and 17. Of the 106 chil­ 
dren 33 made an extra grade; in oth­ 
er words, won three promotions dur­ 
ing th»» year instead of two. Thirty- 
five others who were failing in their 
reuglar rooms, and returning to their 
former classmates “ made good’’ in 
the next higher grates 
B ack w ard P u p ils H elp ed 
Thus sixty-eight promotions were 
directly due to the work 
of 
three 
rooms. 
In 
addition to this, many 
b e d w a rd children received great help 
and 
encouragement, 
and 
several 
boys who had gone to work were in­ 
duced to re-enter school. 
The most notable improvement of 
the year was the addition in Febru­ 
ary of manual training to the course 
ot study for the high school. 
The results 
have 
justified our 
hopes. 
The high school boys in the 
past four months ha\e built their 
own lockers fo»- tools and material. 
have equipped their building with 
screens to protect the windows, and 
have made twenty large desks for 
their 
mechanical 
drawing 
room. 
These desks are identical w’ith pieces 
which are listed at $23 apiece in 
standard catalogs, and the rough ma­ 
terial was just $8 20 per desk, a 
saving of over $290. 
A visit from Professor Crawshaw. 
head of the d epartm ent of manual 
arts at the state university, resulted 
in a very favorable report on the 
work, together 
with 
recommenda­ 
tions for its extension and official 
notice that our students might re­ 
ceive credit for one year’s work. 
Reference has been already made 
to the manual arts exhibit of the 
public schools. This display, held in 
the McMillan building, was open to 
the public from June 7th to in in­ 
clusive, and drew throngs of inter­ 
ested visitors. It included the work 
of the drawing department, through­ 
out al! grades and 
the 
high school 
(free hand, sketches, crayons, design­ 
ing, water colors, mechanical draft­ 
ing. stencilling, tooled leather work. 
etc.,» the work of the deaf school, 
the penmanship of the grades and 


high school, the construction work of 
te four lower grades and th** kinder­ 
gartens. the sewing of the fifth and 
sixth grades and of the first year of 
high school, the cooking of the sev­ 
enth and eighth grades and of the 
second year high school girls., the 
manual training of the fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades 
of 
the 
high school. 
There were a few slight changes in 
text books, mostly in the high school. 
The rule giving an automatic in­ 
crease to re-elected teachers is still 
operating beneficially. There was in­ 
troduced last November, a modifi­ 
catio n of a plan which has worked 
I successfully In other cities whereby 
the grade teachers dismiss half an 
i hour before the usual closing hour 
all pupils whose efforts, conduct and 
'achievement for the day and the pre. 
ceding week have been satisfactory 
and who are reasonably sure of pro- 
j motion at the close of the semester. 
(The teacher then devotes her time to 
(the slower pupils who need, in one 
lor two subjects, special help which 
‘she is unable to give when the whole 
Class is present. 
The system works 
good in more than one way, in that 
it holds out a reward to the Indiffer­ 
ent. furnishes a spur to the slothful, 
and gives the earnest hut slow pupil 
the advantage of the personal aid 
that he needs. 
Summer Schools 
A summer school as suggested In 
my last report opened this morning 
in two centers, one 
at 
the Logan 
school, the other at the Lincoln. It 
is intended for pupils who, through 
illness or absense, ha\> failed of pro­ 
motion, for those who have been 
promoted conditionally and for am­ 
bitious children who wish to skip 
a grade. A huttion of $5 is charged 
(for th© term of six weeks. 
The high school has enjoyed a n ­ 
i t h e r prosperous year. Its previous 
j high standard of attendance, pune- 
itualitv and scholarship has been ful­ 
ly maintained, and each succeeding 
i year finds the departments better 
organized and the administration of 
(the 
various 
school activities run­ 
n i n g more smoothly. 
The inspectors from the university 
of Wisconsin paid us their biennial 
visit in March and made a very flat­ 


tering report upon the work of the 
xarious teachers and the work of the 
school as a whole. 
Our graduates 
have 
uniformly 
made good reports in normal school ' 
and colleges. Pupils who have taken; 
(the four years' commercial course 
years 
are in great demand; many business 
mon who have employed them de­ 
clare that hereafter all their ofice 
help shall he chosen from high school 
graduates. 
Suggest ions 
As soon as we can well afford it 
,1 am going to request the installa­ 
tion of two more ungraded rooms. 
‘Only 54 children at the outside can 
| be accommodated at one time in the 
three which we are conducting at 
I present. If we had six such rooms 
this year we could have kept them 
filled with pupils who would have 
been much better of than In their 
regular rooms. As soon as there was 
a vacancy in one of the rooms there I 
were always four or live candidates! 
to fill it.

ers; and principals and from the hoard 
of education. W ith this same spirit
